Befors the prement mchool code beoames
sftective In 1011, the Board of Education
was subjected to the tyranny of Maea-
Nichol'a men In Haslect and Common
Councll because all eduecational appro-
priations werse made by the mumicipal
body rather than by the school board
Itaeltf.

To abtaln any favora from the Orfynizn-
tion, thoee who were In charge of the
putiiz schools wers obliged to submit to
the rullngs of the bomses, regardless of
the righta of childhood.

Agiinat this system Dooctor Brumbaugh
rabelled. When he began his duties an
muperintendent of achools In July, 1006, he
found the condition of Phlladelphin's
gohool system worss than that of the
rural districta whero the "little red school-
housa'* stlll predominated.

The new superintendent apblied himaslf
fmmedintely with his characteristic Perm-
sylvanin German energy to the slimina-
tinn of all the "“sore spots' for which thes
politiclans wers reaponsible,

Doctor Brumbaugh wisely refraied
from participation in fretlonal polltics,
Without attacking any persons he ahowed
the voters of thim elty how thelr chil-
dren wera belng chented of what wans
thelr legnl as well as momal right. He
was cnreful to ‘avold the posaibllity of
a charge of political activity, which has
always been ragarded among leading
educntors an not in accordance with their

' athies,

APPEALED TO THE PARENTS.

Doctor  Brumbaugh appealedl to the
parents of the elty rather than to the
pollticiana, He showed the puhblic how
chlldren wers obliged to mit an window
#sills and wooden boards thrown across
the alsles of clasarcoma becaunse Councila
had falled to approprinte sufMelent funds
for the malntenance of the school sys-
tem.

Speaking at & mass-meeting In the Cen-
tral High School on February 21, 1907,
the superintendent said:

"We need as grod a school aquipment
as any other clty in the world. T shall
ko farther than that—we want a better
echool system than any other city In the
world.”

Then he told hism audlence that 25,000
school henches In use In this elty had
hean declared unfit for use by physi-
clans; that soap boxes wern belng used
a3 wubstitutes for desks nnd that erip-
pled children were obliged to sit on
chalre without baecks, He asaured the
assemblage that this condition was not
an exceptional one, but applied to almost
any achool In Philadelphla,

Doctor Brumbaugh aroused such Indig-
nation that resolutions ware adoptled de-
manding that something ba done Imme-
diately to rellave thess conditions. Moth-
tra and fathers nhouted thelr approval,

“We'ra with you, Doctor Brumbaugh,'*
they oried: “elther new schools or new
Councllmen.  Our children can't vote, but
we'll Aght for them."

Subtssquently pletures were published

thewing  the shameful state of the
tchools, The Chandler School, In Ken-
sngton, it was proved, had no corridors,

the collar was filled with water, making
the bullding too damp for safe occu-
pancy, and the children wers obliged to
Isave the school dally by an open out-
Hds fire-escape,

On the day of the election of John B,
Reybum 10 par cent. of the children were
attending “'part time' gessions.

The chisf of the Bureanu of Health de-
clared that “many of the clty's wchool-
housrs are an dilapidated and insani-
tary that It Is better thae the ohildren
should be an the Etreets than subfected
to such canditions.'

Citing this apinion, Doctor Brumbaugh
femanded that 41 new nchools be erected
end that a loan of $5.000,000 be negotiated
for thia purpose. No loan had hitherto
heen devotad exclusively to the mchools,
but through the efforts of Dactor Brum-
RUEh and his associntes apecinl loana
for edueatinnal purposes wers made lexal

Witnesses called In registration cases
announced today through Attorney War-
ren C. Graham that sult would be filed
agalnst Director of Public Bafety Porter
and the Committes of Saveniy to deter-
mine whether payment should be made to
persons suboenaed to testify and then
not called.

For the past few days hundreds of
witnesnes summoned to the offlce of the
Registration Commissioners in Clty Hall
to testify In strike-out cases where evi-
dence had been gathered by Investigntors
for the Committes of Sevemty have com-
plalned becauss they were not called
and then could fAind no person to pay wit-
ness fens they had loast from their regu-
lar employment, the men sald, At times
extra City Hall guards were called to
preserve order among the angry wit-
nesses.

Today more than 40 persons Rppeared at
the office of the commission to teatify in
Tth Ward cases and after thelr arrival
wers told they were not needed becausa
of an agreement reachad betwean Charles
Hall, leader of the 7th Ward, and B, L. D.
Roach, of tha Cammittes of Beventy.

The witneasss demanded foes and wers
informed thers was no money (o pay
them., Mr. Hall demanded to know why
they had been called when such action
waa not necessary, as the agreement ba-
Lween himself and Mr. Roach had been
made severa! days ago.

Harry Imber, an investigator for the
committes, sald the Reglatration Com-
misslonera ware reaponsible and should
pay tha witnessens,

The commissioners today heard strike-
out cases from the 39th, 47Tth and 48th
Warda,

In the case of James Burns, who haa
heen fighting for permission to vote from
20 South 16th street. which he claims as
his home, the commisusloners decided t6
strike his name from the list. The right
of this man to vote marked a five daya’
fight batween Republican Organization
mnd Washington Party workers.
